clerk.” The judge wrote: “Great job by the 
writer to keep everything well organized and 
easy to read.

e Third Place in Feature Story — “Retired 
Chief Gene Taylor saves teen from getting 
hit by train.” The judge made no comments 
on this story. 

e Honorable Mention in Government / 
Education News — “Van Buren Township 
Trustee arraigned for shoplifting.” The judge 
wrote: “What might have been a mere local- 
court proceeding story became much more 
with the revelation that the person being 
arraigned was a local government official 
— apparently one with a history of prior 
allegations against her. Although the story 
is relatively short, it reflects diligent digging 
through use of FOI requests, mentions details 
from state law, and includes comments from 
the township supervisor, in addition to the 
court developments. But it lacks some key 
details of the past allegations. The story states 
that ‘this is the third time’ the individual ‘has 
been detained for shoplifting,’ according to 
police reports. However, it only goes on to 
relate a May 25, 2009, incident, apparently 
during which a store manager told the 
woman that she had attempted to steal on 
another, earlier occasion as well. A little 
more clarity on the chronology and exactly 
what happened in these one or two previous 
incidents would have been helpful.”

Huron Public Safety 
Director threatens 
law suit over rumor

After printing a statement by Sumpter 
Township Public Safety Director/Police Chief 
Eric Luke, the report said: “The Independent 
also had asked Chief Luke about the rumor 
that Huron officers offered to let the officer go 
and Luke insisted they follow through.” 

Chief Luke’s reply was: “As to the claim 
about my response... That’s false. The arrest 
had already been made by the time I was 
notified. If I had been presented with that 
scenario, however, I would have told those 
officers the same thing I tell my own. You have 
a job to do, do it. Don’t jeopardize yourself 
trying to lessen the impact of someone else’s 
poor decision.” 

Director Robbins said he doesn’t care what 
Luke said. Robbins was still upset. 

Robbins said he was the one who called 
Luke to inform him of the arrest.

which would allow for better load carry on 
the steel support for the stone, at a new cost 
of $1,320. 

She also requested: 

e $4,950 for a drain tile to be installed on 
the exterior of the office building; 

¢ $9,511.65 to match the trim with the 
pillars including wood stain. Originally 
fiber cement boards were going to be used 
for the exterior beams on the front of the 
building, but she was not able to find a 
color that would complement the cedar 
beams on the front of the building; 

e $2,203.98 to revise the front entrance 
door from an aluminum clad to a wood 
door to provide a more residential feel; 

e $8,047.60 includes rescinding of AWP 
3 and including it here in AWP O5R with 
a larger pump for durability (this was not 
approved); 

e No additional cost -- All interior trim to 
be painted not stained; 

e $660 to revise garage door from FRP 
(fiberglass reinforced polyester) to AMP 
(acrylic modified polyester). 

Also, administrative fee of $3,409.98. 

The motion passed was: “McNamara 
moved, Foster seconded to approve AWP 
No. OSR as well as administrative fees 
per the contract with the understanding 
that Item 4 will be adjusted to include an 
alternative to the solid wood door proposed 
and Item 5 is being excluded completely 
and authorize the transfer of funding 
from fund balance to the Belleville Road 
Placemaking Initiative.”

ORDINANCE NO: 14.208 


AN ORDINANCE TO DEFINE WORDS; PROHIBIT MARIHUANA ESTABLISHMENTS WITHIN THE BOUNDARIES OF SUMPTER TOWNSHIP PURSUANT TO 
INITIATED LAW 1 OF 2018, MCL 333.27951, ET SEQ. AS MAY BE AMENDED; TO PROVIDE PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION OF THIS ORDINANCE; TO REPEAL 
ALL ORDINANCES OR PARTS OF ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT THEREWITH; AND TO PROVIDE AN EFFECTIVE DATE 


Sumpter Township enacts the following Township Ordinance: 
ARTICLE 1. Intent and Purpose. 


Sec. 1. Purpose. The purpose of this Ordinance is to prohibit marihuana establishments within the boundaries of Sumpter Township pursuant to Initiated Law 1 of 2018, 
MCL 333.27951, et seq., as may be amended and to provide penalties for violation of this Ordinance. 


Sec. 2. Conflict with State Law. Nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed in such a manner as to conflict with any existing law of the State of Michigan or any other 
regulatory authority having jurisdiction in the matters referred to herein. 


ARTICLE 2. Definitions 
Sec. 1. Definitions. Words used herein shall have the definitions as provided for in Initiated Law 1 of 2018, MCL 333.27951, et seq., as may be amended. 


ARTICLE 3. No Marihuana Establishments. 
Sec. 1. Prohibition. Sumpter Township hereby prohibits all marihuana establishments within the boundaries of the Township pursuant to Initiated Law 1 of 2018, MCL 
333.27951, et seq., as may be amended. 


ARTICLE 4. Violations and Penalties. 


Sec. 1. Any person who disobeys, neglects, or refuses to comply with any provision of this Ordinance and any amended hereto, or who causes, allows, or consents to any of 
the same, shall be deemed to be responsible for the violation of this Ordinance. A violation of this Ordinance is deeded to be a nuisance per se. 


Sec. 2. A violation of this Ordinance is a municipal civil infraction for which the fines shall not be less than $100 nor more than $500, in the discretion of the Court. The 
foregoing sanctions shall be in addition to the rights of the Township to proceed at law or in equity with other appropriate and proper remedies. Additionally, the violator shall pay 
costs which may include all expenses, direct and indirect, which the Township incurs in connection with the municipal civil infraction. 


Sec. 3. Each day during which any violation continues shall be deemed a separate offense. 
Sec. 4. In addition, the Township may seek injunctive relief against any person alleged to be in violation of this Ordinance, and such other relief as may be provided by law. 


Sec. 5. This Ordinance shall be administered and enforced by the Ordinance Enforcement Officer of the Township or by such other person(s) as designated by the Township 
Board of Trustees or the Police Chief, from time to time. 


ARTICLE 5. Severability. 

Severability. Should any word, sentence, or any portion of this Ordinance be held in a manner invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction or by any state agency having 
authority to do so for any reason whatsoever, such holding shall be construed and limited to such word, sentence, phrase or any portion of this Ordinance held to be so invalid and 
shall not be construed as affecting the validity of any of the remaining words, sentences, phrases or portions of this Ordinance. 


ARTICLE 6. Conflicting Ordinances. 

Conflicting Ordinances. All prior existing ordinances adopted by the Township of Sumpter inconsistent or in conflict with the provisions of this Ordinance are, to the extent of 
such conflict or inconsistency, hereby expressly repealed. All prior ordinances adopted by the Township of Sumpter that are not inconsistent or do not conflict with the provisions 
of this Ordinance shall continue in full force and effect and without modification thereto. 


ARTICLE 7. Effective Date. 
This ordinance shall become effective thirty (30) days immediately after publication. 


ARTICLE 8. 
This Ordinance shall be recorded by the Clerk in the Township Code of Ordinances upon adoption. This Ordinance shall be signed by the Supervisor and Clerk. A true copy of 
the Ordinance can be inspected at the Sumpter Township Hall, 23480 Sumpter Road, Belleville, Michigan 48111.
